An immerse number of men and wo- 
men congregated inthe evening at partiou- 
lar places, and at a given signal thoy all diveat- 
od themselves of their clothes to sctual nakad- 
ness. Bonflrea were built all along the shores 
of the lake, and tho whole appearance was 
such as would almost strike terror intos stout 
hoart.. The horrid orgies were inaugurated by 
ono wild, unearthly yell, in which all the as- 
sembled crew jolned thelr volces,and for s mo- 
mont afterwards thero was a fearful silence. 
The ‘worshipers of the demon“ then contem- 
plated thelr naked forms, uxon which the fire 
shone with a ghastly effect, and with a blide- 
ous yell they began to dance around the fires, 
singing weird songs and cocasionally bursting 
forth intos wild and piercing laugh.

Ignorance is the bano of life. It loads to all 
sorts of passional excesses, which result ln hu- 
man suffering, mental and physical—crime jd 
the result, restraint and imprisonment bodpme 
necessary, and capital punishment often en- 
sues, And thus the bolls on this and the neth- 
er aide, are populated.
